TEACHERS'WAGES 


PLACEDJTOO LOW 


Average of Instructors in 


Public Schools Is Less 


Than $500 Per 
, 


Year 
' 


Both the bright 
and .the dark 
sides of the American educational 
system are discussed by Dr. P. F. 
Claxton, the United States commis- 
sioner of education, In his annual 
review 
of 
educational conditions, 


soon to be issued for free distribu- 
tion by the United States bureau of 
education. 
Dr. Claxton notes that the aver- 


age number of days attended by each 
child enrolled in the public schools 
increased in the first decade of this 
century by almost 14 per cent. Nev- 
ertheless, he points out the average 
daily attendance of these children is 
still only 113 days in the year, or less 
than 5 % months. Assuming that this 
rate of attendance 
shall 
continue 


through the 13 school years (5 to 
IS) the average amount of schooling 
received by each child of the school 
population will be only 1,046 days 
or a little more than five years of 
ten school months each. 
Salaries Increase 


The average monthly salary for 


male teachers has increased about 
38 per cent in the decade under dis- 
cussion, while female teachers are 
getting 27 per cent more than in 
1900. 
At the same time the average 


wage for public school teachers all 
over the country, including teachers 
in the wealthy cities and in the high 
schools, is less than $500, about $3 
a day for the actual number of days 
taught, about $1.60 a day for the 
actual working days of the 
year. 


In this connection, Dr. Claxton says 
that it should be remembered that 
teachers are expected to give their 
entire time either to the actual work 
in the schoolroom, to school work 
which must be done out of school 
hours, or to preparing themselves, la 
summer schools and elsewhere, for 
better service. 


Clearly there must be a large In- 


crease in the salaries of teachers be- 
fore we may expect the efficient sr- 
vic which is desirable. 


Wage Too I*ow 


In some states the wage scale for 
teachers falls far below the country- 
wide average. Thus, Dr. Claxton ob- 
serves: "In eleven states the aver- 
age annual salary for teachers is 
less than $400; in eight it .Is less 
than $300; in two, less than $250. 
For salaries like this it is clearly 
impossible to hire the services of 
men and women of good native abil- 
ty and sufficient scholarship, traln- 
ng and experience to enable them to 
do satisfactory work." Moreover, "a 
very large per cent of the teachers 
are men and women 'less than 21 
years old. In the country at large 
ess than one-half have had adequate 
preparation for their work. In some 
itates less than 25 per cent have had 
the full preparation given by normal 
schools and in most of the states less 
than 10 per cent of the teachers In 
.he country schools have had such 
preparation. Few continue to teach 
ong enough to gain wisdom 
and 


skill from experience. 
In several 
states from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
:eachers every year are beginners. 
In a few states the average length 
of srvice is less than four years of 
six months each." 
x 


Income Too Low 


Continuing his review Dr. Claxton 


shows that the value of all public 
school property increased more than 
seventy-five per cent in the first ten 
years of this century, but that even 
now it amounts to less than $40 for 
each child of school age. Similarly, 
although the income of public schools' 
ias Increased more than 83 per cent 
n this period, still even now it is very 
.ow in many commonwealths. Thus 
;he expenditure for public education 
is less than $5 per capita in 25 states 
and less than $2.50 per capita in ten 
states. 


Dr. Claxton also remarks that the 


number of public high schools In this 
country for Lhe period 1900-1910 in- 
creased more than 70 per cent and 
;hat the number of high school pupils 
jumped more than 76 per cent. How- 
ever, there is still much room for 
.mprovement. Says Dr. Claxton: "The 
United States bureau of education 
ias no reliable statistics on. the sub- 
ject, but it is quite probable that less 
:han half the children of the country 
finish well more than the first six 
grades, only about one-fourth of the 
children ever enter high school, less 
than eight in every 100 doe the full 
four years of high school work. Few- 
er than five in 100 receive any educa- 
tion above the high school." 


Colleges Show Increase 


As for the colleges and institutions 


of like grade, their productive endow- 
ment increased 65 per cent their in- 
comes, exclusive of additions to en- 
dowments, 
increased 173 per cent, 


their faculties grew 61 per cent, and 
their 
student 
bodies 67 per cent 


Here also, 
Dr. 
Claxton says that 


much remains to be done. "Of the 
four or five millions of young men 
and women of college age in the 
country, only about 
two 
hundred 


thousand are doing college work lu 
standard institutions. Less than two 
per cent do the full four years' work 
and take a degree.

This progress in interest, equipment, 
adaptation and appreciation is very 
gratifying, but it serves chiefly to 
call attention to the vast amount 
yet to be done before we shall have 
begun to attain anything like the 
ideal of education necessary In our 
civic, industrial and social democra- 
cy. The Individual and social wel- 
fare al'.ke demand the highest and 
best possible education for every in- 
dividual, 
and a constant 
readjust- 
ment of ideals and methods to the 
ever changing requirements of our 
developing institutions."

hove proposed," Henry declared. "I 
am not surprised that witnesses can- 
not recall details of money expendi- 
tures in that campaign. There was no 
necessity for them keeping accurate 
accounts. 


"The candidates for president and 


vice president owe it to the people 
to make an itemized detailed state- 
ment, which shall be sworn to of all 
contributions and expenditures used 
in their campaign for the purpose of 
influencing their elections. And such 
statements should be made public be- 
fore t he election. The bill which I 
have introduced and which passed 
the house, makes publication of de- 
tailed reports compulsory by Impos- 
ing a fine of ? 1,000; imprisonment 
of not more than one year, or both, 
upon all violators. The bill is now 
pending in the senate.

must render an accounting 'of their 
financial expenditures.

any information given him by Frank- 
.in was a privileged statement. 


The defense is basing its conten- 


tion in fact that Franklin already 
aas testified upon a portion of his 
communication with his attorney and 
that, therefore, he has waived his 
right to demand the counsel's silence. 


The cross examination of Frank- 


lin, too, the defense pointed out, re- 
vealed that Johnson Is willing to tes- 
tify that Franklin, before his con- 
fession to bribery, came to him and 
requested that he see Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Ford and offer, if giv- 
en the aid of the district attorney's 
office and thirty days' time, to turn 
up the "dark mysterious man," who 
had passed the money. 


Further, the defense asserts that 


he went to Ford with the proposi- 
tion and Ford replied in substance: 
'Tell Franklin not to come to me 
with any story like that. Darrow is 
the man I want—not any 'dark com- 
plexioned stranger.' "

The body will be removed to the
